The words were spoken by Miss Anna 
•T. Haiues, of Moorestown, X. J., and 
Philadelphia, who has but lately re- 
turned to tlie.l'nited States from the 
very heart of the famine region. The 
pictures were projected on the screen 
from actual photographs taken by Miss 
Haines in the course of her recent 
travels through Russia as a relief work- 
er and investigator for the .\mcrican 
Friends Service Committee. 

K\, the outset of her talk Miss Haines 
.-aid that while it was true that there 
were a number of minor contributing 
causes of the famine, the chief and 
fundamental cause was the almost un- 
precedented drought throughoout the 
entire A'olga Valley. Puring a period 
when the normal rain fall should have 
been 14 inches, there fell only 2.5 
inches of rain, and this was during 
the critical growing months of the 
grain cro)).

The main iiicoiitivc. however, is to 
pee that the ehildreii are properly nour- 
ished ill ordoT that they .nay sc-.iir.' 
the utmost for their efforts at study. 

If may surprise many of those gath- 
ered here this pvenins to know that 
there are families ■\vithin the Borough 
whose children have been sent to school 
without breakfast. 

The hiuch room is noiniunlly in 
charge of- the Domestic Science teacher, 
Miss Olscn. Her classes lire so ar- 
rnnged that she can he present in the 
lunch room contimiously from the time 
the advance preparation of th<? foods 
begins until after the last pupil, or 
visitor, leaves the luneh room. 

In the jreneral work, assistance la 
given by the other members of the 
Faculty. Three teachers assist for n 
period of a month at a time in serving 
the foods to the children, while Mrf. 
Crater and Profc^ssor Wilson, from the 
"Office," assist whenever and wher- 
ever they can. 

The teachers "take turns" in help- 
ing to serve the food, but at all times 
there are three volunteers on duty. A 
colorecl woman is employed to assist 
in the preparation of the foods requir- 
ing adviinee attention, as for instance 
the makiing of soups, or the baking of 
macaroni ond cheese, and the prcpara 
lion of shndwichcs, etc. She also take" 
chnrpc of dish wasihing and cleaning up 
after each lunch.
